Colders, W. Va, In No. 9 entry, om 
thousand yards from the entrance 
a new hnnd, an Italian, put off an 
overcharge blast which ignited th 
coal dust in the mine and a fright- 
ful explosion followed, carrying death 
in" its path. 
There were forty-eight 


men at work Tuesday, and all bu1 
those killed or injured were at dinner, 
and these escaped death providentially. 
Those killed were: Michael Eooney, 
Thomas Jordan, Thomas Tucker, David 
Rowlands, John 
Donnelly, Antonic 


Sattie, and Mazzio Gissidio, The' foL 
lowing were badly injured: Jose Eifel, 
Eaffel Kecki, Jasper Lawrence and 
Thomas Morris. 
Of these Tucker, 


Donnelly and the Italians are married, 
and Eaft'el Necki will die of his burns 
and injuries. 


After the explosion occurred a terri- 


fic whirl wind, like a cyclone, followed. 
Donnelly and Rooney were in the mine 
some distance from and going toward 
the entrance. The force of the ex- 
plosion blew them nearly one hundred 
yards out of the mouth of the mine 
and lauded Rooncy on the track, kill- 
ing him, while Donnelly landed in a 
gully, striking his head against a post, 
splashing his brains all over it. His 
wife was the first to find him, and she 
swooned away and may die of the 
shock. 


Hundreds crowded about the moxith 


of the mine, where some tragic 'and 
sorrowful scenes were enacted, 
A res- 


cue pwrty, consisting of George Ben- 
bow, Nick Kemis, Arthur Ward, John 
Muter. John Stewart and Wra. Davis, 
volunteered and went in after the bod- 
ies and brought them out.

is the second accident of this' kind that 
has occurred at this mine, the other be- 
ing November 21, 1S92. when three 
were killed and seven burned and in- 
jured. The state mine inspector will 
lie here Wednesday, and his report will 
show where the blame is to be at- 
tached. 


The mine is owned by W. E. Smith, 


of Wellsville, and L. 0, Smith, of New 
Cumberland. Rowlands was a former 
resident of Bridgeport, and Morris is 
the only colored man in the crowd. 
The miners blame the accident on the 
inexperienced Italian miners and de- 
clare they will not work with them 
any more.

The bricks measured 


11,8x5.1x1.2 inches, and were laid flat, 
with a joint of cement mortar 0,4-inch 
thick between them and an 8-10-inch 
layer of mortar outside. A section 2 
feet wide was built on rock abutments 
and loaded with S:.'0 pounds per square 
foot, which loud was carried without 
any signs of failure for eighteen hours.

WASUIXOTOX, Nov. 21.—All that is 


necessary "to start the machinery oi 
the internal revenue bureau for the 
collection of the income tax is an ap- 
propriation by congress to provide for 
the employment of additional deputy 
collectors. All the new regulations 
have been formulated by Commissionei 
Pug-h, but they will not be made pub- 
lic until January 1, when the law g-ocs 
into effect. 


While this law more explicitly de- 


fines the incomes which shall be sub- 
ject to the new tax, there are many 
loop-holes for technical evasion, and 
for this reason the work of preparing 
instructions to collectors has been ex- 
ceedingly difficult. 


The incomes of corporations having 


been mado -itilrject to a tzix, it is ex- 
pected that the bureau will experience 
considerable difficulty in 
obtaining 


accurate data, as the incomes of indi- 
viduals interested in the corporations 
are likely to lead to much confusion on 
the part of the taxpayers. 


The estimate made by congress that 


the income tax will net the g-overn- 
ment 530,000.000 in revenue annually 
is believed by experts of the internal 
revenue bureau to be very low. The 
earnings of corporations have beon 
carefully scrutinized, and it is expect- 
ed that the amount realized from this 
source wil not be less than 540,000,000, 
and may possibly reach 550,000.000. 


The nrranp-ement of the machinery 


for the collection of the tax was left 
by congress entirely to the internal 
revenue bureau, and a plan governing 
all the districts of the country has 
been arrang-ed. It is now believed that 
the estimate of Commissioner Millei 
that it will require S">00.000 to execute 
this feature of the law will "be more 
than sufficient, although it is altogeth- 
er probable that congress will be asked 
to make an appropriation for this 
amount. 


Mars' Cjuial Splitting. 


BOSTON, Nov. 22. — A dispatch was re- 


ceived Monday night from Percival 
Lowell, at the Lowell observatory, 
Flagstaff. Ariz., stating that the cana] 
of Mars, as observed Monday night, 
had begun to double and that Phison 
and Euphrates were seen geminated. 
The duplication of the canals of thq 
planet Mars is a phenomenon for which 
astronomers have been watching with 
a great deal of interest. The cause oi 
the duplication is by no means deter- 
mined. Mr. Lowell is of the opinion 
that it is dependent upon the season, 
and has predicted all along that the 
canals would not be seen in duplicate 
until some time in November.
